TEE WORK DELAYED
DECISION OF HOUSE COMMITTEE

ON STREET EXTENSIONS.

Burden of Cost Placed on District

Contention of Commissioners and

Financial Statement.

The decision of the House District com¬

mittee, as announced in The Star the other
day, to the effect that the District of Co¬
lumbia shall pay the whole cost of all
street extensions and openings will oper¬
ate, it is stated, to further defer Improve¬
ments in the District of the character In¬
dicated. For more than two years past.
since the extension of 10th street was au¬

thorized.it is learned, no large or small
extensions of streets have heen made In
the District, the action or Congress !n re¬

quiring the District to bear the whole ex-

1 ens? of extending 10th -Jtreet acting as an

effective bar to further improvements In
the way of extending or opening new thor¬
oughfares.
In speaking of the matter to a reporter

for The Star today Commissioner Macfar-
liind stated that the Commissioners will
stand Arm In their position with regard to
the disposition of the expensa incurred in
the opening and extending of streets and
that they will protest to the end Rgainst
the proposition that the District be re¬
quired to bear the entire burden of ex¬
pense In these permanent improvements.

Contention of the Commissioners.
Previous to the passage of the bill au¬

thorizing the extension of 10th street, the
Commissioners contended before the con¬

gressional committees that tlie cost of that
improvement ought properly to be borne
entirely by the United States, as the street
is to be a national .boulevard, and Is con¬
sidered as a matter to be cared for en¬
tirely by the general government. Instead
of requiring the general government to pay
the cost of the extension, however. Con¬
gress placed tlie whole burden of the ex¬
pense incurred in the extension of that
street upon the District of Columbia.
In their reports on all street-extension or

street-opening bills during the past year the
Commissioners have either recommended
that the improvement be made on the half-
and-half basis with reference to the Dis¬
trict and to the United States, or else that
the improvement he deferred until some
future time. Only in cases of extensions
involving but small cost have the Commis¬
sioners even recommended this year any
bills for that purpose. They have suggest¬
ed that this class of Improvement should
be deferred until some more satisfactory
arrangement of the District's finances has
been made.

Financial Showing.
In a. financial statement of the District

of Columbia, prepared" by the District
auditor and just recently printed as a

public document at the request of frJanator
Newlands, are found some Interesting fig¬
ures relative to^he burden impose? upon
the District in the matter of street exten¬
sions, the whole cost of which has been
borne by the District. The amount paid
on account of extension of streets and ave¬
nues. including payments of awards lor
damages, expenses of condemnation, ad¬
vertising and preparation of plans, is stated
at $2,133,909-21. The assessments for bene¬
fits on account of street and avenue exten¬
sions is stated at *600,704.44. and of this
amount $134,565 was annulled by order of
the court in the matter of the extension of
lltii street, leaving the total assessments
for benefits on account of street extensions,
$4(i« 1W.44
Eliminating the amounts assessed against

abutting property as benefits, the a.nount
the District has been obliged to pay on
account of street extensions is roughly es¬
timated at about $1,600,00;). On the half
and half basis of settlement for these im-
provements, as can be readily Been, the
District would have been obliged to pay
but JSOO.OOO, which would have left SS0O.-
000 in the District revenues over against
which the United States would have been
required to pli'ce an equal sum. These
two amounts would have given the District
over a million and a half dollars for .im¬

provements and current expenses, improve¬
ments in the municipal service, or such
other Improvements as might be deemed
necessary and advisable.
With that amount on hand, the high

1 j essure water service could have been
«htablishi l twi.e over: there would have
been pientv of money for the erection of
a municipal hospital tuberculosis depart¬
ment. many improvements in the District
service could have »>etn made and various
other projects requiring the expenditure
of greater oi less amounts could have been
undertamn.

The candidates for governor
are Gov. Jefferson Davis, who is seeking a

third term, and Mr. Cat roll D. Wood of the
Arkansas supreme court.
The campaign ha« been a long and bitter

one and in one instance fisticuffs were re-
sorted to. Gov. Davis is also a cand.d it?
for I'nited States senator to succeed Sen¬
ator B-?rrv. .

Many of the polling plac s rre in remote
sections and returns will be slow.

lery. stationed at the same post, shall par¬ticipate in the ceremonies at Gettysburg,
Pa., on Memorial Day, May 30 next. The
battery will march to Gettysburg and back.

TO EXTEND CLASSIFIED SERVICE.

Senr.tor Foraker Gives Notice of
Amendment to Sundry Civil Bill.

Senator Foraker today gave notice of an
amendment he will propose to i.ie sundry
civil bill pioviding that all laborers or un¬
classified employes now in the public serv¬
ice of the United States who served in a
clerical or semi-clerical position in the dual
capacity of laoorer clerical or laborer-seml-
clerical or wiio performed these duties in
the District of Columbia during the opanish-
American war should be plated within the
classified service.

WAITING AT SHANGHAI.

No Arrangements Made to Forward
Consul Davldscn to Antung.

The State Deparment has sent no fresh In¬
structions to I'nited States Consul David¬
son to proceed to his post as consul at An¬
tung, and the Navy Deoartment has made
nt arrangements to forward him aboard
a warship or under convoy from Shanghai.
When the consul sailed from San Francisco
It was understood by the department that
he would go as far as Shanghai and there
uwait further Instructions, for there was no
disposition here to make an unnecessary
issue at this time by forcing the consul
upon Russia, even though the Chinese gov¬
ernment had already granted an exequatur,
therefore it is telleved l.ere that Mr. David¬
son has carried out the original plan and Is
waiting quietly at Shanghai until the de¬
partment instructs him to proceed.
Antung Is on the Yalu river', on the Man-

churian side, opposite Wlju, and In the very
center of the t-.-at of war. and m the Japa¬
nese themselves have not been able to reach
that point It is not perce'.ced here how Mr.
Davidson could be expected to reach the
place.

Rep¬
resentative Burton ofnOhi.j was named by
the Speaker to preside over the commit¬
tee of the whole.

Mr. Hemenway supplemented the com¬

mittee report of yesterday with a very In¬
teresting statement regarding the Status
of appropriations already made at this
session and those in prospect. The gen¬
tleman from Indiana congratulated the
House and the committees handling the
big appropriation bills on the manner in
which the measures had been presented
In the House and disposed of.
"This is the last of the general appro¬

priation bills to provide for the expense
of the government for the fiscal year be¬
ginning July 1 next," said Mr. Hemenway.

Drew has succeeded in
disrupting the church and has disturbed
the peace and good order thereof by fo¬
menting strife and discord among its mem¬
bers for his own advancement.
The court is further informed by the

complainants that last Thursday evening,
the 24th Instant, while a meeting was in
progress in the church. Drew, although
ordered by the authorities of the church
not to enter the building, undertook forci¬
bly to do so. Inside of the church. It is
added, a band of his followers, who seemed
>o have anticipated what was to occur and
hearing much noise and seeing much con¬
fusion. all occasioned by Drew, litshed to
his assistance, almost precipitating a riot
in the church.
A meeting has been called for this even¬

ing to consider the affairs of the church.
The complainants say they believe that an

attempt will be made by Drew and others
to take possession of the churc hagain.it
the recognized authority of the complain¬
ants.
"In the prof-ent state of mind of tli'-ee-

fourths of the members of the church, in
whose behalf this bill is filed," the com¬

plainants then say, "it is safe to assume

that in thex?vent of such an attempt being
mailed it Vtju'ui "undoubtedly result in seri¬
ous breach of the peace."
The court ;s asked to enjoin tii" defend¬

ants f :om In any way interfe: ing v.-itli the
r.ffairs of the church anu fioni disluring I
the good order and pea~e thereof, and to
restrain Drew from entering the church
and from Interfering with the wjrship of
the members until the is?ue raised has
been adjudicated by the court.

EMPEROR TO ALEXIEFP.

Text of Czar's Message to His Viceroy
on Appointments.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 26..The text
of the emperor's message to Viceroy Aiex-
leff. notifying him of the appointment of
Gen. Kuropatkin to the command of the
Russian troops in the far east, and of Vice
Admiral Makaroff to command the fleet at
Port Arthur, not only clearly defines the
latter's position, but Specifically announces
Russia's aims. The message follows:
"The Importance of the Impending strug¬

gle, which Is Intended to finally assure the
predominant position of Russia on the
shores of the Pacific ocean, and foreseeing
that it will be necessary for you as my
lieutenant to transfer your residence to a

more central position, for Instance, Harbin,
or some other place of your choice, I have
fov/nd it expedient to send, to your assist¬
ance Gen. Kuropatkin for the direction of
the land forces, wit# the rights of army
commander, and Vice Admiral Makaroff
for the direction of:'thfc sea forces, with
rights of fleet comma'ttder. I am convinced
that the appointment of these independent,
responsible commanders-in-chief will en¬
able you as my lieutenant 'Xo discharge the
difficult and historic task which has fallen
to your lot."
